The Winnipeg board of trade ts the 
moet importabt commercia! orgamze- 
tion in Western Canada. Ite sphere of 
influence extends from Lake Superior 
to the Pacific and catyrally the eub 
jects which emme before its notice are 
many and varied,<o many apd #0 
varied that even such an aggregalton 
of compztent business men May some 


times forget where twwey «.¢ at. The 
jast annua} meeting of (he board was 
beld on Feb. #.h. iy ai"8> ud- 
drese and the council's report appear 
in full in the Winnipeg Commercial of 
the 7th, Naturally both address and 
report deal with a very great number 
of very important subjects In the 
council’s report appear copics of two 
resolutions passed at the general meet~- 
ings of the board held o2 the 19th of 
December and the 2nd o: January, re- 
epectively. As these resolutions ap- 
pear in the report of the council they 
were evidently both endersed. after ma- 
ture consideration. Both dea} with the 
railway qucetion but wath diferent 
phases of iit. As they appear in para)- 
fel columns in the Commercial. they 
might naturally be expected to sup- 
port each oiher, Instead of doing #0, 
however, they appear. at least to the 
Bulletin, to be in serious contradiction. 

The reso.uiion of December is headed,
